2017 Cemetery Trustee’s Annual Report 


Cemetery Trustees are responsible for the care and maintenance of the town’s cemeteries along with 
the sale of lots and the recording of burials. The town of Wilmot owns ten cemeteries two of which 
were added in 2017. Pine Hill Cemetery and Church Place Cemetery were previously overseen by a 
private organization and are now town property. Of the ten, Bunker Hill and Pine Hill offer both casket 
and cremation burials while in the remaining eight only cremation burials are possible. During the year 
seven lots were sold and there were eight burials. 


Monthly meetings are held on the second Thursday, at 9:00am, in the Town Office History Room to 
discuss ongoing projects and problematic situations. Notices of these meetings are posted at the Post 
Office and at the Town Office. 


The ten cemeteries are regularly mowed and there is a general leaf and debris cleanup in the spring and 
fall, This year brush and small overhanging limbs were cut in all ten cemeteries. In addition the 
removal of large encroaching trees and limbs was begun at Bunker Hill under a grant from the town 
and further tree work will be undertaken at Bunker Hill and Pine Hill with money budgeted in 2018. 


The trustees spent time learning the lot layout system at Pine Hill. Bricks marking the corners of lots, 
both sold and unsold, were located and flagged in order to give a visual indication of the layout. 
Subsequently iron spikes were placed next to the bricks in order to be able to locate them in the future 
with a metal detector. 


In the coming year the trustees look forward to undertaking the following projects: Further brush 
clearing along the back fence line at Pine Hill, completing the tree work at Pine Hill and Bunker Hill, 
accepting a generous offer of help to begin the digitizing of the cemeteries records, reviewing the rules 
and regulations governing the cemeteries, and acquiring the knowledge necessary to repair the various 
types of gravestones that have been damaged. 


It is the expectation of the trustees that family members in the area will care for their family lots and 
see to the care and repair of their memorial/s as necessary. For those lots where there is no one left to 
tend them the trustees will make every effort to make the grave sites look their best. To that end we 
would like to encourage volunteers to work with us and learn the skills necessary to repair and clean 
gravestones, to research family histories and photograph memorials, and to keep a watchful eye on our 
more remote cemeteries so that care can be provided in a timely manner.

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2017 Report of the Wilmot Board of Selectmen 


Greetings to all, from the Wilmot Board of Selectmen. 2017 ushered in some significant changes. Most 
notably, the retirement of Mary Kay Huntoon from the Board. Mary Kay has served our Town for 
literally decades, in various capacities ranging from Town Clerk/Tax Collector, to Selectwoman, to her 
current duties as our stand-in Town Treasurer. Never one to walk away from hard work or 
responsibility, Mary Kay has had her steady hand on our Town for as long as many of us can remember. 
Her guidance and leadership on the Board of Selectmen will never be forgotten by the present Board, or 
I suspect, by future Boards. Her contributions were significant, and she continues to be greatly missed. 


One of Mary Kay’s many causes was her relentless quest to acquire 
swings for the Pine Hill Recreation Area on Route 11. For years, each 
Town Meeting included Mary Kay's plug for $500 to be put in the 
recreation fund.

Article 01: Election 


To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 02: General Municipal Operations 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one million four hundred thirty-six thousand nine 
hundred eighty dollars ($1,436,980.00) for general municipal operations. This article does not include special or 
individual articles addressed. -- Recommended by the Selectmen — by unanimous vote 


Article 03: Solar Exemption 


To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:61 through RSA 72:72 inclusively, which provide for an 
optional property tax exemption from the property's assessed value, for property tax purposes, for persons owning 
real property, which is equipped with solar energy systems intended for use at the immediate site. Such property tax 
exemption shall be in the amount equal to 100% of the assessed value of qualifying equipment under these statutes.

Article 04: Appoint Town Treasurer

Article 06: Purchase Highway Loader

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000.00) to be placed 
in the Paving Expendable Trust Fund established in 2007 for said purpose. (Majority vote required) -- Recommended 
by the Selectmen - by unanimous vote. 


Article 09: Paving Town-Owned Roads 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) for 
the purpose of paving Wilmot town-owned roads. The sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000.00) to come from the 
Paving Expendable Trust previously established for said purpose and the remaining ninety thousand dollars 
($90,000.00) is to come from general taxation. This is a non-lapsing article and will not lapse until the paving work is 


complete or 12/31/2023 whichever is sooner. (Majority vote required) -- Recommended by the Selectmen - by 
unanimous vote. 


Article 10: Police Cruiser CRF 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) to be placed in the 
Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing a police vehicle.

Article 16: Master Plan ETF

(snow date March 21, 2017) 


The Wilmot Town Moderator, Charles Thompson of Cross Hill Road and his deputy 
Peter Burghardt of Village Road opened the doors at 8:00 am, showed the empty ballot 
box and announced to the public and election workers that voting was in session. 


ARTICLE 1: (To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year). 


On March 14, 2017 the State of New Hampshire was hit with a nor’easter and we got 
close to two feet of snow. After much thought and discussions with other moderators and 
state officials the Moderator made the decision to postpone the Town Election and Town 
Meeting until the following week. 


288 residents of Wilmot came to the polls to vote on Election Day. There were 19 
absentee votes. The only contested race was for Selectmen. There was a vacant seat 
since Mary Kay Huntoon’s term expired. Kelsie Clarke of Twist Hill Road ran against 
Gary Palumbo from Village Road. Gary won with 165 votes. Kelsie received 136 votes. 
No one declared candidacy for the Cemetery Trustee vacancy. Al Price won with 65 
write-in votes.

(snow date 3/23/2017) 


The Wilmot Town Moderator Charles Thompson opened the meeting at 7:00 PM along 
with his Deputy Peter Burghardt and 70 residents of Wilmot. The Selectmen in 
attendance were Chairman Nicholas Brodich, Mary Kay Huntoon and Thomas 
Schamberg. The Town Clerk was Rhonda L Gauthier. 


The outgoing Selectman, Mary Kay Huntoon led the Town Meeting with the Pledge of 
Allegiance. Mary Kay has been a Selectman off and on for about 30 years. 


Moderator Thompson explained the rules of procedure for the meeting and gave the 
results of the Town Election. Gary Palumbo defeated Kelsie Lee in the race for 
Selectman. Thompson also stated that postponing town election and town meeting due to 
the weather was the right decision. The voters in attendance seemed to all agree. 


ARTICLE 3: After the Moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one million four hundred thirty-seven thousand five 
hundred eighty-eight dollars (1,437,588.00) for general municipal operations. This 
article does not include special or individual articles addressed), a motion was made 
by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by Chairman Brodich to accept the article as 
written.

There was discussion on the Police Chief 
needing a space for an office where there is more room and a safer place to store 
evidence and needed supplies. There was talk of a trailer at the old highway garage, 
addition on the firehouse or possibility of a place at the new highway garage. No 
decisions were made. Article 3 passed by voice vote.

Article 4 
passed by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 5: After the Moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Cemetery Trustees, on behalf of the Town, to accept the land, grave 
sites and ongoing maintenance of the Pine Hill Cemetery, upon the dissolution of the 
Pine Hill Cemetery Association, so as to establish the Pine Hill Cemetery as a 
municipal cemetery; and, further, to authorize the Trustees of the Trust Funds, on 
behalf of the Town, to accept the Trust Funds of the Pine Hill Cemetery Association, 
upon its dissolution, and assume ongoing custody and reporting of said funds) a 
motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Huntoon to accept 
the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this article. Nancy Marsh of 
Kearsarge Valley Rd — Is the land hazard? Selectman Huntoon — No. Nola Aldrich from 
Bunker Hill Rd and Cemetery Trustee Chairman — If this article passes the impact on our 
work will be heavy. Can our town hire a sexton? Selectman Huntoon — We can’t do 
anything until we take over the property and walk around it in better weather. Nola 
Aldrich — I’m very worried about markers. Please get back to me. Lorrie Sliter from 
Campground Rd — Is the mowing fee increase because of Pine Hill? Chairman Brodich — 
They increase the mowing contract. Marc Davis from Kearsarge Mt Rd — Are there any 
other cemeteries that we will have to absorb? Selectman Huntoon — No. This article 
includes Pine Hill Cemetery, Baptist Church Cemetery, and the Thompson Cemetery. 
The Town Cemetery Trustees take care of the other cemeteries in town. Doug Long from 
French Rd — Is the Pine Hill Trust fund coming to the town? If yes, will it go toward town 
cemeteries or just Pine Hill? Selectman Huntoon — Pine Hill finds will stay associate with 
the Pine Hill Cemetery. Charles Thompson from Cross Hill Rd - said that he cleared 
Thompson Cemetery (established 1807) and had the stones all reset a few years ago. The 
following year it was cover in lily of the valley. Elizabeth Fielding from Mt View Acres 
Rd— Where is Thompson Cemetery? Charles Thompson explained where it is on Cross

ARTICLE 16: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the 
Recreation Area Expendable Trust Fund, created in 2005 for the purpose of 
creating a new Recreation Facility) a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and 
seconded by Chairman Brodich to accept the article as written. The Selectmen 
recommended this article. Chairman Brodich thanked Mary Kay for her years of 
dedication to the town and presented her a photo of a swing set on behalf of the Town. 
Brodich explained that the swing set is on order and there will be a plaque placed on it 
thanking Mary Kay. Mary Kay has been advocating for a swing set at the ballpark since 
the formation of the Recreation Committee. State Representative and former Selectman 


also stood up to thank Mary Kay. He especially wanted to thank her for all her 
experience and expertise she has shared with the town. Article 16 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
establish a Master Plan Expendable Trust Fund per RSA 31:19-a, for the purpose of 
developing and producing master plans and to appoint the Board of Selectman as 
agents to expend from said fund for said purposes and to raise and appropriate 
three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) to put in the fund, with this amount to come from 
taxation) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman 
Schamberg to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this article. 
Gary Palumbo from Village Rd — Introduced himself as the Chairman of the Master Plan. 
Surveys went out last summer. Article 17 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 18: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
remove the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from the Town Office Building 
Capital Reserve Fund, previously established in 1998) a motion was made by 
Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Huntoon to accept the article as written. 
The Selectmen recommended this article. Chairman Brodich — Doesn’t cost money. 
Change so the Selectman can not spend the money. It can only be spent with town 
meeting vote. Article 18 passed by voice vote. 68 YES 2 NO VOTE 


ARTICLE 19: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
change the purpose of the existing Town Office Building Capital Reserve Fund to 
the Town Facility Capital Reserve Fund and to change the language to read “for the 
purpose of constructing and/or renovating Town facilities,” with no agents to 
expend named) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded my Selectman 
Huntoon to accept the article as written. This is for major construction or renovations. To 
use for any town facilities. Article 19 passed by voice vote. 68 YES 2 NO VOTE. 


ARTICLE 20: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
change the purpose of the existing Town Facilities Capital Reserve Fund to the 
Town Facility Pre-Construction Capital Reserve Fund, and change the language to 
read “..for the purpose of funding pre-construction expenses associated with the 
construction and/or renovation of town facilities, including, but not limited to, costs 
associated with: studies, estimates, legal matters, engineering, surveys, plans, or any 
other miscellaneous, pre-construction expense.”) a motion was made by Chairman 
Brodich and seconded by Selectman Huntoon to accept the article as written. The 
Selectmen recommended this article. Chairman Brodich — This is to clarify that it is to be 
used for any pre-construction costs. Article 20 passed by voice vote. 68 YES 2 NO 
VOTE. 


ARTICLE 21: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to sell town-owned property known as PID 015-060-0000, 
the Old Highway Garage at 7 Pedrick Road, acquired by warranty deed and deeded 
to the Town on September 16, 1970, all proceeds from said sale to be deposited in 
the Town’s General Fund) a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by 
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21 


Selectman Schamberg to accept the article as written. This is article is not recommended 
by the Selectmen. Selectman Huntoon — The Board of Selectmen were approached by 
two people who wanted to purchase the property and then Chief Zuger said he had 
interest in it. There are also possibilities for the fire department. It doesn’t seem like the 
right time to sell the property. James Orrok from Pound Rd and abutter of the property — 
Stated that other people interested in the property want it commercial. He wants to use it 
as residential property to add to what he has. Mr. Orrok also stated that there is no well or 
sewer and we shouldn’t treat our Police Chief like that. It’s an eyesore. Sue Finney from 
Granite Hill Rd —- Town should return the land to Orrok. Don’t want to see a bidding 
war. Jim Rayno — What is the environmental status on that land? If the town sells the 
land who is responsible for clean up? Nancy Bates, Town Administrator — The land was 
cleared by the Department of Environmental Services. It is free of environmental risks. 
After lots of discussion Chairman Brodich — We’ve talked about it, there are lots of good 
ideas but I agree that we should wait. We’re not ready to sell. Article 21 DID NOT 
PASS by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to sell town-owned property known as PID 010-008-0000, 
vacant land on Campground Road, acquired by purchase and deeded to the Town 
on July 18, 1886, all proceeds from said sale to be deposited in the Town’s General 
Fund) a motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by Selectman 
Schamberg to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this article. 
Chairman Brodich - The Board of Selectmen wanted to put it back on the roster. The 
abutter wants to annex it to their land. Article 22 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 23: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) to be added 
to the Town Facility Capital Reserve Fund, previously established. This sum is to 
come from unassigned fund balance and represents the proceeds from the sale of 
town-owned property and is contingent on the passing of Warrant Article #22. No 
amount to be raised by taxation) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and 
seconded by Chairman Brodich to accept the article as written. The Selectmen 
recommended this article. No discussion. Article 23 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 24: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand four hundred dollars ($16,400.00) 
for the purpose of purchasing and installing a generator at the Highway Garage 
Facility) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Chairman 
Brodich to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this article 
Selectman Schamberg — There are only two generators in town; one at the town offices 
and one at the firehouse. Can’t work in the dark. Article 24 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 25: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of sixty-seven thousand dollars ($67,000.00) for the 
purpose of funding operations for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department and the 
Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by 


Chairman Brodich to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this 
article. This is the same amount as last year. Article 25 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 26: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) for the debt service 
payment on the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department fire truck) a motion was made by 
Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Schamberg to accept the article as written. 
The Selectmen recommended this article. Judy Haulk from Pine Hill Rd — Curious of the 
total on the loan. Sean Brunel — 209,000. Bill Doody — Even though we’re paying down 
the loan we are not putting anything into capital reserve. We will see this money each 
year. Article 26 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 27: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the 
Forestry Truck Capital Reserve Fund, established for the purposes of purchasing a 
forestry vehicle) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by 
Chairman Brodich to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this 
article. No discussion. Article 27 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 28: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
establish and Old Home Day Expendable Trust Fund per RSA 31:19-a, for the 
purpose of funding Old Home Day Celebrations and to raise and appropriate six 
hundred thirty-six dollars and sixty-eight cents ($636.68) to put in the fund, with 
this amount to come from unreserved fund balance and representing the funds 
turned over to the Selectmen upon the dissolution of the Old Home Day Association; 
further to name the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from said fund) a 
motion was made by Selectman Huntoon and seconded by Selectman Schamberg to 
accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this article. Selectman 
Huntoon — Old Home Day Committee resolved. The money will move from the general 
fund to the Capital Reserve Fund so a committee can form and do this again. Article 28 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 29: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-eight thousand two hundred twenty-eight 
dollars ($28,228.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding services of the New 
London Hospital Ambulance) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded 
by Selectman Huntoon to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this 
article. No discussion. Article 29 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 30: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand five hundred dollars ($4,500.00) for 
the purpose of supporting The Wilmot Learning Place) a motion was made by 
Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Selectman Brodich to accept the article as 
written. The Selectmen recommended this article. Article 30 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 31: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand five hundred dollars ($4,500.00) for 
the purpose of supporting The Wilmot Community Association) a motion was made 
by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Selectman Brodich to accept the article as 
written. The Selectmen recommended this article. Kathy LaVallee of NH Rt 4A — What 
is the $4,500.00 for? Judy Hauk — Used for our general fund, upcoming repairs, take care 
of the beach and activities. There are fun programs coming up and two new board 
members. Ann Davis — In 2015 the Town said they would give us 4,500 if the WCA 
opens the beach to the residents of the town. There are free programs. The WCA is open 
for use 365 days per year. The WCA organizes the band concerts. Article 31 passed by 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 32: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand six hundred dollars ($4,600.00) for 
the purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Community Action 
Program) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Selectman 
Huntoon to accept the article as written. The Selectmen recommended this article. 
Margaret Doody — Who determines the amount the town raises? Selectmen Huntoon — 
CAP sends the amount of the request to the town. Article 32 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 33: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand nine hundred dollars ($2,900.00) for 
the purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area Council 
on Aging) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Selectman 
Huntoon to accept the article as written. No discussion. Article 33 passed by voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 34: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand nine hundred forty-four dollars 
($3,944.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Lake 
Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association) a motion was made by Selectman 
Schamberg and seconded by Selectman Huntoon to accept the article as written. No 
discussion. Article 34 passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 35: After the moderator read the article (To transact any other business 
that may come before said meeting) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and 
seconded by Selectman Huntoon to accept the article as written. Selectman Schamberg 
thanked the Moderator for a safe election and meeting and taking concern for the welfare 
of the citizens of our town. 


A motion was made by Doug Long and seconded by Marc Davis to adjourn. The 
meeting adjourned at 9:46 PM.

Wilmot, two posters on Beaver Deceivers, and a 3’ X 4’ 
poster by Elizabeth Harper on “What Can You Do for Water Quality?”. 
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Ken Kessler met with a Society for Protection of NH Forests (SPNHF) representative to plan a rerouting of 
a section of The Langenau Brook Trail in the Langenau Forest which has been compromised by beaver 
activity. This should be completed in 2018. Ken’s work on the proposed trail along Whitney Brook from 
Elkins to Chase Pond is on hold for now pending permission from the last landowner along the brook. 


The Conservation Commission joined with the Wilmot Community Association to sponsor a program on 
October 12" at the WCA Red Barn by Dr. Alan Eaton, UNH Cooperative Extension, entitled “Tick Talk”. 
Dr. Eaton provided information on ticks, Lyme Disease, and how to avoid being bitten by ticks. 


The Andover Energy Group invited the WCC to join them in applying for a Weatherize Grant from Vital 
Communities to encourage Wilmot residents to insulate and tighten up their houses. The project was 
abandoned after it was determined that Andover did not have enough volunteers to sustain a working 
committee. 


An increase in the WCC budget for 2018 was a request for funds for the planting and replacement of shade 
trees on public land in Wilmot. Presently there are no funds for the planting of trees for more shade at the 
Farmer’s Market or other areas in town. 


The WCC reviewed one wetland permit application in 2017. The WCC’s role is to help wetland permit 
applicants avoid potential non-compliance issues with the NH Department of Environmental Services 
Wetlands Bureau. 


Based on proceeds from the Land Use Change Tax (LUCT), the Conservation Fund now has accumulated 
approximately $45,286.29. This fund was set up to defray the costs of Conservation Easements in Wilmot. 
Funds in the amount of $52,500 were expended for the Nowell Conservation Easement in 2017.

2017 Annual Report - Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. 


In 2017 our roster saw a shift with several members deciding to request their Life Membership. This membership 
status is available to active members who have been on the department for at least 20 years (or members who 
have served as Chief of the department). The retirement of these members meant our roster was reduced to a 
fairly young group who have less overall experience in the fire service. With that type of shift we needed to make 
sure our department was providing a balanced and comprehensive training schedule for our entire membership. 


Our officers worked together to provide unique drills to build our membership’s 
efficiency and confidence. We were also able to participate in mutual aid 
trainings with our neighboring towns including: SCBA (self-contained breathing 
apparatus) and water supply drills in Andover, and a water supply drill at 
Ragged Mountain Resort in Danbury. One of our favorite trainings for the year 
was our confined space drill that featured the NH Fire Academy’s confined 
space trailer. This training helped to promote effective communication and 
teamwork which is an important aspect of operations on any scene. 


While training was an important topic for 2017, we also completed several 
building maintenance projects. We started by replacing all of our interior 

and exterior lighting fixtures and installing energy efficient LED bulbs. 

This combination of new fixtures and bulbs is providing us with better lighting 
and lower energy costs. Our biggest project of the year, was the facelift our 
station received in August. We were able to have the building’s exterior 
pressure washed as a donation, and then spent the following weekend applying 
a beautiful new blue color. 


As in past years, 2017 was also a great year for our fundraising efforts. 

We celebrated our 25th Annual Golf Tournament, which continues to be our 
largest annual fundraiser. We cannot thank our sponsors, donors, and players 
enough for their support of this annual event! Additionally, we were able to 
raise funds by holding buffet breakfasts, selling concessions at the Wilmot 
bandstand, holding our annual turkey raffle, and by selling holiday wreaths and 
decor. This year we also held a Pampered Chef fundraiser which helped us raise 
nearly $700 for the department. We look forward to another successful year

One of our biggest goals for the new year is RECRUITMENT. Like many of 
our neighboring towns, we are in need of members.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


This past year we were fortunate enough to have favorable weather conditions in the spring and summer, which limited 
the amount of wildland fire activity throughout the state. September and October saw fire conditions change and the state 
was faced with some difficult fires. The Dilly Cliff fire in North Woodstock was one of the most challenging fires we 
have seen in New Hampshire. Steep terrain and extreme fire behavior made this fire difficult to fight. It lasted for over 3 
weeks and the final hotspots in inaccessible terrain were extinguished by heavy rains. Your local fire departments and the 
Division of Forests & Lands worked throughout the year to protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires 
small due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire detection efforts were supplemented by the NH 
Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2017 season threatened structures, a constant reminder 
that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate 
green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations 
are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers 
by being fire wise and fire safe! 


As we prepare for the 2018 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online 
in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is prohibited by 
the Air Resources Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your 
diligence and responsibility. Thank you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org.

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Highway Department 2017 Annual Report 


2017 was a busy and productive year for the Wilmot Highway Department.

highway vehicles and large equipment in good running 
order and maintaining the 50 odd miles of Wilmot roads. 


The early part of the year was hard on both crew and 
vehicles with one snow storm occurring each week in 
January and early February. Several townspeople were 
kind enough to bring in food, and the crew was most 
appreciative. The spring was equally taxing with snow 
and heavy rains occurring into May. 


The fall brought some of the worst weather of the year 
when on October 29, the area was hit with heavy rain and 


winds causing washouts, downed trees and loss of electrical service throughout the town. Starting at 4 a.m., the 
crew worked around the clock to keep the roads clear and ultimately to repair the damage caused by storm. This 
had a heavy impact on the highway budget. 


With the passing of warrant articles in March, the department 


Purchased a 2018 International 7400 dump truck to replace one of the older vehicles. The impact of the 
purchase will be a request for reduction in the vehicle repair budget for 2018. 

Reclaimed and paved 1.25 miles on the lower end of North Wilmot Road and replaced about 16 culverts. 
Installed a generator at the highway garage, which was most welcome when, in the fall, the power was 
out for an extended amount of time, and the crew were able to do repairs and maintain the equipment 
necessary to repair washouts caused by the storm. 


Other 


Paving - A surprise block grant of 
$71,639 for paving was received from 
the state, which enabled Wilmot to 
pave 1.25 miles of road in Wilmot Flat. 
Equipment - The loader at the town 
garage, which was scheduled to be 
replaced in 2018, developed severe 
mechanical problems in the fall and 
became unusable. It was fiscally 
unwise to invest money into it. We 
were able to procure another loader 
from Caterpillar in order to move the

were held with both the Capital Improvement Plan and Facilities Committees. The committees gathered 
information that will be used to guide the Town in its funding of budgets for at least the next six years.

Wilmot Supervisors of the Checklist 2017 Annual Report 


The Supervisors of the Checklist are paid, elected officials with six-year terms, who register 
voters, maintain and accurately safeguard the integrity of Wilmot’s voter registration lists, and 
accurately report voter information data to the State as required by law. 


2018 will be busier than 2017 with three elections instead of one, and the need to learn new 
procedures to accommodate changes to the NH state election laws enacted in 2017. These 
changes require the use of new voter registration forms and the need to gather verifiable domicile 
information from registrants. For more information please see the Elections Division link on the 
NH Secretary of State’s website: http://sos.nh.gov. Importantly, New Hampshire continues to 
allow Election Day voter registration. 


Supervisors receive training from the Secretary of State’s office, particularly with regard to 
updating voter records in the State’s extensive database. The supervisors also benefit from 
collaborative work with the very knowledgeable Wilmot Town Clerk. 


Supervisors hold several public sessions throughout the year at dates and times determined by 
the State for voters to register and/or update their voter information. Notices for these sessions 
are usually posted in the town office, on the town website, and in the InterTown Record. 


Prior to public sessions, a paper copy of the current voter checklist is posted at the Wilmot Town 
Office so that voters can check that their addresses and party affiliations are correct. Voters may 
also visit http://sos.nh.gov and click the light blue “Voter Information Look-up” box on the right 
side of the page to review their current voter information on record. 


Registering voters and maintaining accurate voter records is only one part of holding successful 
elections. We are honored to be part of the larger election team, and thank all officials, 
volunteers and voters for their cooperation and support.

Wilmot Zoning Board of Adjustments 2017 Annual Report 


The Wilmot Zoning Board is a quasi-judicial body, which exists to interpret the local zoning 
ordinance. It is required by law for all towns with a zoning ordinance, providing a means for 
dispute resolution. All meetings are public and open to anyone. In 2017, the ZBA met twice 
(both regular administrative meetings). In April, chairperson Brian Nooney accepted a 
nomination to serve as chair for another term and the Property and Land Use Assistant, Nicole 
Arsenault, provided copies of the updated Zoning Ordinance language, which was approved at 
the 2017 Town Meeting. Ms. Arsenault also distributed a poll to ZBA members to ascertain 
their availability for training (presented by the New Hampshire Municipal Association). A 
training session was subsequently held at the Wilmot Town Office along with members of other 
Town Boards. 


In November, routine correspondence and a list of important dates for 2018 was distributed, 
along with the 2018 budget as submitted by the chair. After a brief discussion, language was 
modified in the Rules of Procedure regarding orientation and training for new members, and 
adopted by unanimous vote. Planning and Land Use guides for 2018-2019 were ordered for all 
members and without any new business, the meeting was adjourned.

The Wilmot Ladies Aid Society (Ladies) has an impressive history of supporting worthy causes 
since its founding in 1884. 


Today the membership’s main focus is its Merit Award program, which gives out monetary awards 
to students planning to further their education after high school. Monetary awards are given 
annually based on exceptional character, scholastic achievement, and community involvement. This 
year three outstanding young people were recognized for their achievements by the Ladies: Nicole 
Blake a junior at Plymouth State University in Plymouth, N.H., Samantha Hardy a sophomore at 
Colby Sawyer College in New London, N.H., and Sarah Young a freshman at Liberty University in 
Lynchburg, Virginia.

Wilmot Learning Place 2017 Annual Report 


The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is a state-licensed, early childhood education center located 
in the heart of Wilmot. The WLP is a 501c3 tax-exempt non-profit that offers preschool and pre- 
kindergarten (Pre-K) programs for three, four, and five-year-olds from the town of Wilmot and 
the surrounding Kearsarge region. 


Originally started as a preschool co-op created by local mothers, the school evolved into The 
Wilmot Learning Place in 1982. Today we have up to 36 children each year who receive an 
exceptional education that addresses the whole child. Learning not only numbers and letters, our 
children learn how to be good citizens and good members of our community. 


Our school could not be the amazing place it is without our wonderful teachers. Clare Morgan 
has been with our school for 20 years creating a consistency few schools can boast. Clare leads 
the pre-kindergarten class with caring dedication and patient leadership. Liz Cornelio, a teacher 
with us for nearly 15 years, guides her preschoolers with the kind of caring you wish for all 
children. Assistant teachers, Valerie Clausen and Jen Schad, cut and prepare un-ending crafts 
and activities while being another steady and reassuring hand in each classroom. As a result of 
these teachers’ hard work, our school matriculates students who are completely prepared both 
academically and socially for kindergarten. 


This year, the preschool is focusing on Dr. Suess, colors, shapes numbers, as well as, 
transportation, farm life, and the importance of being a good friend. In Pre-K, the children are 
learning all about Australia, nocturnal animals, snakes, and the five senses. Throughout the year, 
they learn about artists, counting in different languages, and how to be independent, respectful, 
and kind. 


Both classrooms for the 2017/2018 school year are full. The WLP offers two- and three-day 
options for preschool age children and three- and five-day options for PreK. There are also early- 
morning and after-school programs available. These programs are critical for working families as 
well as popular with the students. Children can often be heard asking to stay for “Lunch Bunch” 
so they can enjoy a slightly less structured afternoon of outside play and creative projects. Lunch 
Bunch offers a great chance for the children to practice going to school for the entire day, a skill 
that comes in handy for Kindergarten. 


With the town of Wilmot in our name, we take being a member of the community very seriously. 
We understand how important a place like Wilmot can be in helping to teach our children to be 
caring citizens. The teachers make great use of our central Wilmot location in the lower level of 
the Wilmot Community Association building. The children get to experience walking field trips 
to the post office and local farms for timelessly popular frog hunting and leaf raking. Other 
wonderful community experiences include visits from the Wilmot Police Department, and 
Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department with regular trips to the Wilmot Public Library for stories 
with ‘Grammy O’ (Mary Jane Ogmundson).

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Keeping our tuition rates as affordable as possible, the WLP relies heavily on fundraising to 
support our exceptional educational experience. We recognize the amazing area businesses and 
families that have generously supported and sponsored our school. While partnering with the 
Wilmot Community Association, our New London Inn’s Thursday’s Child dinner was a roaring 
success. For the third year, our Spring Bake Sale was a delicious success at the ever-popular 
New London Easter Egg Hunt. Our perennial favorite, Bubba’s Restaurant, once again 
generously donated a portion of all dinner proceeds from an evening celebrating the end of our 
school year. Generous grants help to support our greater needs to maintain our playground or 
provide the teachers with continuing education opportunities. 


Fundraising is not an easy job to do. Our board works hard to make ends meet but we could not 
make it without the support that the Wilmot community chooses to share each year with our 
appropriation. Education is a crucial factor to making a thriving community, and we feel 
incredibly grateful that voters continue to support our youngest learners. 


The WLP is run by a dedicated volunteer Board of Directors who encourages and welcomes 
parents, grandparents, and community members to join us in our mission.

2017 Annual Report for The Town of Wilmot 


The mission of the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (Ausbon Sargent) is to protect the rural 
landscape of the twelve towns of the Mt. Kearsarge/Ragged/Lake Sunapee region. The area comprises the 
towns of Andover, Bradford, Danbury, Goshen, Grantham, New London, Newbury, Springfield, Sunapee, 
Sutton, Warner and Wilmot. Since our founding in 1987, Ausbon Sargent has completed 143 projects and 
protected 11,263 acres — including fourteen working farms and over eight miles of lake frontage. All of these 
conservation lands must provide for some public benefit and two-thirds of these properties offer public 
access. 


Quality of life is very important to the residents of New Hampshire and the State consistently ranks in the top 
ten as one of the best places to live in the United States. Contributing to this ranking are our clean water, 
scenic places and outdoor recreation. Open spaces also contribute significantly to the economic well-being 
of the State and our communities. 


During 2017 Ausbon Sargent completed three projects representing just over 132 acres in the towns of 
Wilmot, Andover and Bradford. 


As you may recall, in 2017 the “Clayton Nowell Conservation Easement” property was protected, within the 
Town of Wilmot. Scenic views, a water resource, and agricultural integrity of the property could have been 
threatened through development. With collaborative efforts between the Nowell family, Ausbon Sargent, The 
Burton D. Morgan Foundation, the Quabbin-to-Cardigan Partnership, the Wilmot Conservation Commission 
and many other generous donors, this valuable property now has a conservation easement on it and will 
never be developed. It will remain as is, forever! 


Our website at Ausbon Sargent indicates which of the land trust’s protected properties have trails open to the 
public. These trails, many of which cross privately owned land, are open to hiking, cross-country skiing and 
snowshoeing. The website includes trail maps and driving directions. For more information on these newly 
conserved properties, and all of Ausbon Sargent’s protected properties, please visit our website at:

Ausbon Sargent hosted numerous events in 2017 that are available for our membership and the public to 
enjoy. To kick off our 30" anniversary, we celebrated “Ausbon Sargent Day” on the Sargent Common in 
New London. Along with the children from the New London Elementary School, all were invited to come 
hear the story of Ausbon Sargent and anecdotes about the kind of man he was, enjoy the music of the 
Kearsarge Community Band, and get a sneak peek of the upcoming musicals from the New London Barn 
Players. The children sang the “Ausbon Sargent Song” and cake, cookies and popsicles were enjoyed by all. 
It was a great way to start our year of celebration! 


In addition to our ever-popular fundraising events such as the Progressive Dinner in July and the Holiday 
Party in December, we held our 6th Annual Kearsarge Klassic Bike Event in conjunction with the New 
Hampshire Cycling Club. The event was planned for early September and we had a record amount of 
participants. This bike event brings riders along routes that showcase Ausbon Sargent properties throughout 
the 12-town region in distances ranging from 25 to 108 miles. 


We held workshops on conservation options for landowners and GIS mapping using smartphones. We 
collaborated with the UNH Cooperative Extension to hold a forest health woods walk with county foresters, 
and again to learn about the most recent Wildlife Action Plan. A collaboration with Colby-Sawyer College 
brought us a lecture on climate and our changing landscape by speaker Hank Art, Ph.D. The New Hampshire 
Land Trust Coalition featured Ausbon Sargent staff during a panel discussion on the topic of using drones for 
conservation. Hikes were offered in Sunapee, New London, Bradford and Sutton, and a farm tour of Star 


Lake Farm in Springfield was

people. Our popular dragonfly 
walk was held in Webster on 
the Courser Property. As you 
can see, we offer many 
opportunities to get out to learn, 
hike, and get involved in our 
mission to protect the rural 
landscape of our region. We 
hope you will all come out at 
some point to take advantage of 
our workshops, or to experience 
the beauty of some of these 
special places for yourselves.

2017 Annual Town Report 


The Kearsarge Area Council on Aging (COA) remains at the forefront of community-based service to active 
older adults through its role as a community convener, leader, and centerpiece of senior services through its 
optimistic and positive approach to aging. COA serves nine Kearsarge area communities with a unique 
brand of services, programs, and activities. We are very active in the nine towns we are honored to serve, 
doing so with pride, dignity, and respect. 


Our vision is to continually develop and forge a community of seniors bound together by a high quality of 
life and healthy aging, as we continue to be the focal point for older adults who depend on us to support their 
independence, help them find their sense of purpose, and provide the opportunity for seniors to help seniors. 
We serve the communities of Danbury, Springfield, Wilmot, Sutton, Andover, Newbury, New London, 
Grantham, and Sunapee. 


Toward that end, 2017 was another transformational year for us, as we wrote our strategic plan for meeting 
new and emerging needs of seniors who reside in the 329.3 square miles of largely rural communities served 
by COA. This three-year strategic plan is a comprehensive approach to achieving our vision and mission 
based on five major goals: enhance the use and functionality of the Chapin Senior Center property, meet the 
current and emerging needs of seniors, enhance and expand our relationships with volunteers, strengthen 
COA’s marketing and development, and strengthen COA’s operations. 


In 2017, we enhanced our already-strong menu of program offerings, including providing community 
lunches, exciting field trips, thought-provoking lectures and book discussions, and therapeutic programs like 
meditation, chair massage, and Tai Chi. Our community-based programs are open to anyone of our 2,800 
members, as we continually provide services and programs throughout nine towns and at our program hub, 
the Chapin Senior Center. 


COA’s metrics continued to be impressive in 2017. We provided more than 50 exciting and vibrant 
programs, services, and activities, evidenced by 16,428 participation units, on a lean budget of just over 
$200,000. Hundreds of volunteers helped us leverage this budget, extending our impact through 6,452 
volunteer hours. Volunteers provided guidance and support as trustees, front desk assistants, program 
coordinators, and data entry clerks. An example of our tremendous regional impact is our popular 
Transportation Program. Last year our volunteer drivers transported people throughout our region for 28,779 
miles. These statistics don’t include the hundreds of hours spent by front desk volunteers on call intake, 
driver scheduling, program management, and reporting. 


COA is very grateful for its town partners, volunteers, members, donors, business sponsors, and staff in 
helping to provide support that hopefully leads to high levels of health and well-being for its senior 


neighbors.

On behalf of the staff and volunteers of Lake Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice (LSRVNA), 
thank you for the opportunity to provide home health and hospice services, personal care and 
community health programs in Wilmot. Our core Mission to provide care for individuals and 
families in home and community settings and enable people to stay in their homes for as long as 
possible has not wavered even as health care continues to change and become more complex. 
We are currently in the final stages of our 2017 Community Health Needs Assessment, a vital 
process that helps us identify and have an impact on some of the most pressing health care needs 
of our region. Our Board of Directors remains committed, to the best of our ability, to serve 
those in need regardless of insurance coverage or financial circumstances. I am proud to report 
that, for the 12-month period ending September 30, 2017, LSRVNA served Wilmot residents in 
the following ways: 


* Provided over 2,200 hours of nursing, therapy and in-home supportive care to residents; 


* Provided free or reduced fee in-home nursing, therapy and social work visits to 
residents. Visits were also provided under various Medicaid programs (NH Medicaid 
reimburses at less than 60% of visit costs); 


* Residents received visits through our hospice program and were able to live their life as 
they wished at home. Their families are provided 14 months of bereavement support 
and counseling after the death of their loved, at no cost; 


* Residents utilized our foot care, flu and blood pressure clinics as well as parent child, 
bereavement and other support groups. 


Our talented staff are dedicated not only to individual health and well-being, but to fostering 
community support and involvement which empowers residents to help their friends and 
neighbors. Please do not hesitate to contact me if there is any way we may be of service to you, 
your loved ones or your Town’s residents. Our vision to be the leading provider of home care 
services in the region, to be the best place to work and volunteer, and to remain an adaptive and 
enduring presence is only possible with support and confidence such as yours.

In 2017, New London Hospital (NLH) continued to offer a broad array of local health care 
services, serving 15 towns, including Wilmot. 


We were pleased to welcome the following new providers to our medical staff: Nicholas 
Gorham, MD, Emergency Department; John Malcom, MD, Family Medicine; Ashley Warner, 
MD, Family Medicine; Rebecca Wood, MD, Internal Medicine. Services from Dartmouth- 
Hitchcock providers were added as needed to supplement the work of our NLH-employed 
providers including the addition of Lawrence Dagrosa, MD, Urology; James Dolan, DMP, 
Podiatry (also seeing patients in Newport); Bert Fichman, MD, Pain Management; Timothy Lin, 
MD, Orthopaedics; Sarah Seo, MD, Otolaryngology. And three general surgeons: Michael Paul, 
MD, Herman Sigbjamarson, MD and Lauren Wilson, MD. In addition, we welcomed two new 
students from the University of New England College of Osteopathic Medicine to complete their 
third-year of clinical training at NLH and our Newport Health Center (NHC). 


These appointments and recognitions were received by our organization and its leaders in 
2017: 

- New London Hospital and the community of New London were recognized for attaining 
the "NH HeartSafe Community" status by the New Hampshire Department of Safety and 
the American Heart Association. 

- Catherine Bardier, NLH Wellness and Community Health Director was appointed to 
serve on the Governor's Council on Physical Activity and Health known as NH Moves. 

- For asecond consecutive year, NLH achieved Gold level recognition from the American 
Heart Association for taking significant steps to build a culture of health in the 
workplace. 

- The Radiology department was re-designated a Diagnostic Imaging Center of 
Excellence™ (DICOE) by the American College of Radiology (ACR). NLH remains the 
only hospital in New Hampshire and one of 296 facilities in the country to achieve the 
DICOE. This distinction was first awarded to NLH in 2014. 

- The Baker Memorial Laboratory at NLH achieved reaccreditation from the College of 
American Pathologists. The accreditation programs are based on rigorous accreditation 
requirements that help laboratories achieve the highest standards of excellence, and 
positively impact patient care. 

- NLH welcomed Shari Bostwick to her new role as Vice President of Human Resources, 
Lisa Cohen, CPA, to her new role as Chief Financial Officer, and Barbara Mahar to her 
new role as Vice President of the New London Hospital Medical Group. 


We again hosted many community and fundraising events, most notably: 

- The 93" annual Hospital Days celebration brought nearly a full week of events to New 
London for the enjoyment of all in our region, concluding with the 34" annual Triathlon. 

- Our 14" Annual Golf Invitational was held at Montcalm Golf Club in Enfield, raising 
more than $30,000 to support the NLH mission to deliver high quality, compassionate 
care to thousands of patients in our communities. 

- We held our 12" Annual Benefit fundraiser at the Newport Opera House raising funds in 
support of lifesaving emergency medical equipment for both NLH and NHC. 

- The fourth annual John H. Ohler, MD Community Health Lecture was presented at 
Colby-Sawyer College by H. Gilbert Welch MD, MPH Professor of Medicine for the 


Dartmouth Institute for Health Policy & Clinical Practice, who spoke on Less Medicine, 
More Health - 7 Assumptions that Drive too much Medical Care. 


Other significant happenings throughout the year included: 

- Celebrating the one year anniversary of the opening of the new Newport Health Center. 

- NLH and members of the community came together for the grand opening of the Hospital 
Community Trail, a one-mile trail with entrances connected to the hospital parking lot. 

- In partnership with the Town of New London, NLH’s Wellness Connection was awarded 
sunscreen dispensers from the Melanoma Foundation of New England. 

- The first Healthy Weight and Wellness series began at Newport Health Center. During the 
year five sessions were held and 75 residents from 17 towns benefited from this free 
program including Wilmot. 

- Through a generous donation from the Sparks Family of New London, NLH acquired a 
Baldwin Grand Piano allowing the hospital to create a performing arts program to further 
promote health and well-being. 


We concluded fiscal year 2017 with an operating loss, partially offset by charitable gifts and 
investment income. 


As 2017 came to a close, we found ourselves saying farewell to two physicians as they retired 
after more than eight decades of combined service. Dr. Jack Kirk and Dr. Stephen Jordan have 
played a vital role in the advancement of health care delivery and have set a new standard for 
younger physicians to reach for as they care for future generations. We will be honoring these 
beloved doctors in the spring of 2018 with a farewell celebration. 


We also look forward to commemorating New London Hospital’s centennial anniversary in 2018 
and celebrating all who have made the past 100 years possible. Thank you to Town residents, 
families and guests who chose to receive care from us in 2017, as well as volunteers, generous 
donors, dedicated staff, and all others from Wilmot who supported our mission in the past year.
